N Order to bring us afl to Peace, I endea-

@ravate any Man’s or Parties Miftakes 5 Huma- 
num eft Errare, we are ai) {ubje&. to Miftakes, 
and we have our Errors, as well as others. 

I wifh I could Convince all fides of them, and 
move them to Mend them: If a Gentleman bas 
been Guilty in this Tacling Miftake, for titbout 
doubt-it was a Miftake, § fhould be ‘heartily 
glad to fcehim Reétifie that Miftake, by ptr- 
fuing his Countries Peace and Profperity for the 
future. 

But he that Obftinately continues in that Mi- 
ftake,and pufhes on that Dangerous Experiment, 
from which Her Majefty has told us, we have 
lately made fo marrow an Efcape. See the Queen’s 
Speech at the Clofe of the laft ‘Seffion of Parlia- 
ment. } cannot Difcharge my felf of the Un- 
dertaking I am in, to prefs us all to Peace, 
withcut Urging all People riot to put the Re- 


prefenting Knife any more into the Hands of 


thefe- Mad Men. Phas 
kt can be no Digreffiun from the Affair in 


Hand, to Caution Men againft the. faemiesof 
their. Peace, any moré than crying Fire,. is raie 
fing a Commotion in the Street, and: making a 
‘Fumult in the City. 

+ Write Entirely free from all manner of Per- 
fonal ea ; and I would have all Men Read 
me fo. "Tis the Aétion, not the Men is the Mat+ 
ter before me.

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From this Argument (Pardon me Gentlemen 
ef the 134) it follows, that a Jacker, as that 
Word is now in ics General Acceptation, Can- 
not bea Man of Peace, and confequently can- 
not bea Perfon for any Man in his Wits to give 
sis Vote fore nih 

“ Perfecution is an Unchriftian Principle, 
“ 3nd contrary to the Doftrine of the Church 
© of England, (faid the Preamble to the firft 
Occational Bill) and that the Tacking Bill was 
i Scheme of Perfecution, we have Attefted and 


Unan{werably prov’d by the Houle of Lords, | 


me by the Bishops of the Church of Eng- 
Jand. 

A Tackér is then a Perfecutor, Voted fo by the 
Bithops of our Church, and agreed to be fo by 
the Body of our Englifh Nobility ; and would 
any Frecholder in Eng!and Choofe a Perfecutor 
to reprefent him in Parliament (4 Perfecusor ts 
4 Man cf Blood, a Man that a@s contrary to the 
Principles of the Chriftian Religicn, and the 
Doétrine of the Church of England, and will 
ye Choofe fuch as thefe to fupport the Church? 

We mufthe riper for Deftruttion, than J Foze 
we are, if we can ever hold up our Hands, or 
give our Votes for a Tacker, a Perfecutor, and 
a Mazi of Blood, to fend to Parliament in order 
to fettle the Nations Peace, and fupporta Pro- 
reftant Church. 

But we are told by a Learned Divine, not 
far from the River Stour, which Parts the two 
Countries, Effex ard Suffolk, of a yet more 
Nice Diftingtion among the Men of this Cha- 
radter. “ J hate a Tucker (fays the Reverend 
* Gentleman) as you Deferibe bim, he cannot 
“ be an Hones Min: But they are not all fo 
*¢ had, Tamnot tor fch 4 Tacker as my Lord 
“ D—rt; but, I confefs, I am for a Mode- 
“* vate Tacker, fuch a one as Sir C s 
* B——~ on, fuch a one may be a Good Man. 
To this Nice Diftioguifher, fomething may be 
faid hereafter. 

But in the mean time, I cannot but obierve 
in General, Men of Heat, are never Men of 
Peace ; Peace is the Middle Way between all 
the Extreams of Parties Religion is all Calm 
and Heavenly, like its Great Original, who is 
whe Autkor of Peace, and Lover of Concord, 
they that purfue the Safety and Good of Reli- 
gion, muft do it in Methods Congruous to it 
telf; there is nothing Hot, or Hafty, Rah, or 
Angry, inall the Dittares of Heavén, for Reli- 
gious Worthip; aliihe Revelations of the Go- 


_that’s Dear to him, to purchafe the Peace of 


his Native Country, isa Coward in Nature, a 
Fool in his Generation, anda Knave to his Pu- 
fterity. 

To pretend to Peace by Oppreffion, Perfe- 
cutien, Exclufion, and Diftinttion of Perions, 
or Parties, is to cut the Banks of a River, to 
fave the Couatry from Drowning, to make 
Holes ig a Snip tide, to keep her troin Sinking, 
‘ris to fet the Devil at Work, to plant Religi- 
on, aud give a Mifhon to Mabomet, for Props- 


gation of the Faith. 


To purfue Peace by Feuds, and Flames, by 
Occational Biils, by Tacking of Claufes, by Vie’ 
rulent Conterences, by BicternefS of Expreffi- 
oa, by Policick Harangues, Specious and !n- 
fignificant Elegance, by Pointed Speeches, 
Clandeftine Cabals, and Concerting Clubs, by 
Oblique Ininuations, Inviduous Retleétions, 
Unheard of Addreffes, andall the Exorick Me- 
thods of Commitments and Recommitments, 
Ruining ard Supporting ; thefe are in their Na- 
ture and Tendency fo direétly contrary to this 
Bleffed Healing Temper, that upon the Houfe 
lately touch’d with the Contagion 
of this Spirit, Lord have Atercy, and a Crofs, 
ought to be Wrote, as on a Houle In‘etted with 
the Plague, and the Members be thut up, 
for fear the Inveteracy fhould fread over the 
Nation. 

As for the Perfons really tainted wich the 
Malignancy of Contention, which is at prefent 
the Reigning Plague of the Nation, Woat fhall 
we fay tothem? What Mha!l we do with them? 
The moft Peaceable Advice the Author of this 
can give, is, Let them be of which Side they 
will, Pray for their Reforming ; but till the Le- 
profie of Strife, which is upon them, is Cur’d 
Let them be fhut out of the Congregation. : 

To Choofe fuch into Reprefenting Truft, 
would be to take the Smal-Pox among our 
Children ; it would be to Undermine our Ci- 
ties, to Block up our Harbours, Blow up our Li- 
berties, and Ruine the Nation, 
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_ fo fullof Gentlemen as this. Every Wile Man, 
is 4 Mar: of Feace, Men of Heat are all Mad- 
- men, or Fools; Shall we Chooft a Set of Lue 
- Maticks, and make a Bedlam of the Houle of 
Commons ? This would be to tet Fire to our 
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own Houfes, and Cut the Throats of our Inno- 
cent Children with our own Hands, of which 
the Englifh Freeholders, we hope, will conii- 
der, left this fhould be the laft cime they will 
be Trufted with an Opportunity of Delive- 
ranc’. 
_ Butinthe mean time, a Tacker is a Man of 
P.fMfion, a Man of Heat, a Man that is for Ru- 
iniay the Nation upon any Hazards, to Obrain 
his Ends ; a Man that would venture lofing the 
~Money-Bill, Diffolving the Houle, Diffavling 
the Queen, and breaking the Confederacy, ra- 
ther than not pafs the Occalion:1 Bill. 

A Man, that to Gratifie his Pafhion, foolifhly 
call’d Zeal, being fill’d with Unreafonable Hu- 
mours and Animofity, would run us upon the 
moft Dange) ous Experiment, thatever this Na- 
tion efcap'd. 

This cannot be a Man of Peace; and if none 
but Men of Peace, will do the Nations Buti- 
nefs at this time, then Gentlemen Freebolders, 
you muft not Choofe 4 7acler, untefs you will 
Deftroy our Peace, Divide our Strength, Pull 
Down the Church, Jet in the French, and De- 
pofe the Queen. 

Let all that are willing to do sb, Vote: for 
Tackers ; and all thar Vote for Tackers,. muft 
be fuppoled willing to do this, or to. be Diftra- 
&ed, and have lof their Uuderftanding, as well 
as their Honcfty. 

I muft confefs my felf forry, that any Gentle. 
men fhould put themielves, by their Milcon- 
du&, and want of Temper, into fuch a Clafs, 
or Rate, ‘as to Chara&er, that in moving Peo- 
p’> to Peace, Lam oblig’d to Declare againft 
them. 

But, Gentlemen, it cannot be avoided; it 
would be prepofterous to talk of Peace with 
your Princ?ples, and therefore prepofterous to 
Talk of Choofing you, while you are of thefe 
Principles. : 

No Man can Accufe me with Treating you Ill, 
the Aion you have been Guilty of, is of the 
higheft Nature, and nothing but the Place you 
did ic in, proteéts it from the Name of a 
Crime. 


_-In Men of Peace, lies all our Safety; and *tis 
hard we cannot find fuch to Choofe,in a Nation 
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The Nature of Thin 
tered, the thing is the fame, and the Mi(chiefs 
of it rather the more ; the Nation is (Blefled 
be Gad) efcap’d the Mifchief you might have’ 
brought upon then; and the Author forbears 
to Aggravate, but rather Withes, Gentlemen, 
you would think of it your elves, Ingenuoufly 
own and Reform this Falfe Step, thatit poffible, 
you may leave room for our Charity, and at latt 
affi& in the Nations Peace. 

Perhaps Talking to you, ‘may be as Ineffeétu- 
al, as Talking of you may be Diftafteful; the 
Author of this, hopes you will Excufe him, 
for Talking of you, from the juft Neceffity, 
which your own Reafon muft Dictate to you, 
is upon me, on account of the Subjeét, and as 
to.what may be faid to you. 

Perhaps, ia his next, he may affume a little 
asking your Pardon for his Attempt to {peak to 
you, and with an Earneft and Moving Exhor- 
tation, perfwade you to Entertain fome thought 
of Peace towards your Neighbours and Coun:

moft faid, in an Unnatural Manner. 

If my Labour ke loft, and you either cannot 
hear the force of Argument, orthat being Ob- 
ftinate, you will Defpife the Exhortation, or 
perhaps, which you have much more reafon fory 
thz Perfon Exhorting, and will continue in open 
War with your Countries Happinefs, you muft 
for ever Excufe me, thar I thal) count you a- 
mong the Deitroyers of your Neighbours, the 
Enemies of England, and the moft Unreafonas 
ble Oppuler: of all the future Bleflings which 
God Almighty feem’d to referve, as the Effects 
of this Healing Reign. i 

And if from this Principle Fram lefs Carefut 
hereafter in the Civilities I’‘now Treat you 
with, and am, according to my courfe ray, apt 
to Treat you with plainer Englifh than you are 
willing. to bear, and fuch as Truth merits to be 
told in; fhall be the more Excufable, as ha- 
ving firft Tryed all the moving Eloquence of 
Prayers and Entreaties,
